According to a confidential 
memo, University administration 
S preparing to buy out the con- 
tracts of some support staff over the 
next three years, 

‘Forthe reasons outlined below I 
am convinced that at least for the 
Support staff an early retirement 
Incentive plan is a necessary tool to 
aid in achieving the financial chal- 
lenge faced by the University over 
the next three years,” reads the 
document, written January 17 by 
associate vp finance Peter Watts. 

The plan states that upwards of 
300 jobs, or ten per cent of the total 
non-academic staff, would have to 
be eliminated over a three year pe- 
tod in order to meet financial tar- 
Sets. The plan also states that as 


many as 350 to 400 support staff 
could turn over naturally over the 
next three years. However, because 
of the random nature of the turn- 
overs, more job reductions will be

avoid lay-offs this can only affect 
morale positively.” It goes on to 
state that an unwillingness to pro- 
vide such a plan would only cause 
members of the Non-Academic Staff 
Association to dig in their heels and 
refuse voluntary cutbacks. 

The plan calls for payouts to be 
based on the age of early-retirees, 
and should not be seen as a reward 
for long service—to emphasize the 
desire to create a natural turnover. 
This is to reflect the belief that 
younger support staff should be 
kept on as “these are the very staff 
on whom we should be building for 
the future.” Only staff who are 55 
years old at the time of retirement 
will be eligible for the plan.

The role of the chief returning 
officer and his deputies is to be 
impartial overseers of the Stu- 
dents’ Union elections. Because 
many candidates have in the past 
been Kappa Alphas, some ques- 
tion the impartiality of the new 
DROs. 

“It’s unfortunate that at first 
glance there is an apprehension 
of bias,” said Law councillor Jim 
Bond. 

Bond is concerned that conflict 
will arise when candidates are 


not happy with the rulings of the ~ 


chief returning officer—resulting 
in more appeals to the Discipline, 
Interpretation and Enforcement 
Board, whichrules on by-law vio- 
lations. 

“It’s not only that justice needs 
to be done but justice also needs 
to be seen to be done. You really 
have to go that extra step to make 
sure that your choices are beyond 
the question of anyone, that you 
can’t be taken to task on the indi- 
viduals chosen for their affilia- 
tions with him and other candi- 
dates,” added Bond. 

Kennedy defended his choices, 
saying that despite perception, 
Green and Newby are well quali- 
fied for the position and were not 
hired because of theirconnections.

Green also defended his posi- 
tion as DRO, saying he has previ- 
ous experience overseeing elec- 
tions.

At least that’s what chief return- 
ing officer Martin Kennedy hopes. 
He’sintroduced alimit on the num- 
ber of posters each candidate will 
be allowed to display.

This year, each candidate 
is entitled to a maximum of 400 


posters across Campus. 


Kennedy said he hopes the re- 
striction will force candidates to 
use some innovative approaches 
in their campaigning.

“If we catch anyone doing that 
they’re out,” said Kennedy, noting 
that usually candidates are fairly 
good at monitoring each other.

Kennedy and his election team 
are currently accepting applica- 
tions for poll clerks, students who 
sit at voting booths and ensure 
proper procedures are followed.

It seems you can’t keep a good 
student down. 

Despite massive cutbacks 
planned for the University, gradu- 
ate students just keep bringing in 
the research money. 

The number of federal grants in 
Engineering, Social Sciences, and 
Medicine keep going up at the 
University. 

According to the January 28 Fo- 
lio, grants to graduates have in- 
creased by as much as 50 per cent 
in some departments.

Arecent article in the Edmonton 
Journal has stirred debate on cam- 
pus.

h printed an article from the Fraser 
Forum warning that feminism is 

becoming a threat to academic free- 
dom. 

“Acollectivist ideology has been 
institutionalized in universities; 
and criticism of this ideology 
stifled,” writes Ruth Gruhn, a Uni- 

esity of Alberta Anthropology 
professor and a member of the 
Association of Concerned Academ- 
lcs, 

According to Gruhn, feminism 
is the main collectivist ideology, 
tntrenched by the formal estab- 
ishment of women’s studies de- 
partments and as such, is closed off 
criticism and critique. 

‘It threatens the fundamental 
lunctions of the university—open- 
ended research and teaching, with 
the generation of critical thinking 
and eternal questioning.” 

‘don’t think it’s closed off at 
all” counters Dorothy Tovell, the 
Women In Scholarship, Engineer- 
ng, Science and Technology coor- 
dinator and a lecturer in the 
Nomen's Studies Program.

The vp student and academic 
services’ responsibilities include 
overseeing the administration of 
housing and food services, the of- 
fice of human rights, libraries, and 
campus security. 

Because her role is so student- 
oriented, Bishop said she ques- 
tioned the political motives behind 
the possible decision. 

“Of all the positions to be elimi- 
nated, it’s interesting they would 
choose this one. I think it would be 
an unpopular political move in the 
eyes of students.” 

Bishop pointed to Stanford’s 
strong support of the current SU 
executive’s work on programs like 
Safewalk and employment equity. 
She referred to Stanford’s excellent 
reputation with students at large 
as indicative of the work she has 
done. 

“When they [students] talk about 
Dr. Stanford, they speak very 
highly of her.” 

She noted that Stanford’s respon- 
sibilities would most likely be 
shifted to Dean of Students’ Jim 
Newton’s portfolio. 

“IT wonder how these [extra re- 
sponsibilities] would affect his abil- 
ity to effectively serve students.” 

Stanford’s term still has two 
years remaining, so it is likely that 
her position would not be termi- 
nated until then.

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The Last Word 
on Retreats 


As muchasI hate to write a letter 
that will most likely be labeled by 
many asa letter written by a “ whin- 
ing” exec member, I feel it is one of 
my responsibilities, as VP Finance 
& Admin, to clear up a few of the 
numbers people are throwing 
around these days. 

To begin, $5,435 was not spent on 
the two day retreat as was inaccu- 
rately pointed out in a previous 
letter. That is the total amount bud- 
geted for the entire year. On the 
retreat in question, we spent about 
$340, over two days that works out 
to just $24.29/person/day. Given 
the crucialimportance of good plan- 
ning, that’s not very much. 

If allegations of wasteful spend- 
ing are going to be made, one can’t 
pull just a couple of numbers out of 
the budget and say we’re being fi- 
nancially irresponsible. You have 
to look at the whole budget picture, 
the things we’re doing to increase 
our revenue base and cut our ex- 
penses—now and in the future.

“We've set the play in a modern 
political setting—an office—and my charac- 
ter, Isabella, is discriminated against, cat- 
egorized, by the men in power.” 

I interject, straining to remem- 
ber the plot of this somewhat obscure play. 
“She becomes a nun, doesn’t she?” 

Declan O'Reilly laughs. “There’s not that 
much religion in it.

“And she gets sexually harassed,” I say 
doubtfully. They nod. I’m starting to doubt 
that they’re really doing Shakespeare after 
all. But, as John Kirkpatrick points out, “It’s 
not all codpieces and leather.” | think that 
means that Measure for Measure is very rel- 
evant in our culture, but I’m not positive. 
John apologizes for not making sense. 

Chris Winters quotes his favourite line: 
“My false outweighs her true.” It’s all about 
deception, he says. Every character has a 
dozen different faces, “just like real people.” 
Everyoneisseen from different angles: femi- 
nist, chauvinist, sympathetic and not. It 
sounds a lot more interesting than your av- 
erage office, I think. 

“Tt is exciting,” says Karena. 

“Unique and fun,” agrees Chris. 

“Shocking and amazing,” supplies Shelley. 

“It’s the most relevant of all his plays,” 
raves Troy.

Atfirst, I thought the beginning of Intersec- 
tion was going to make the same mistake as 
Carlito's Way and give away the ending of the 
movie before it even began. The story is told 
as a series of recollections that are going 
through an architect’s mind as his nice, shiny 
Mercedes is skidding out of control at 80 
miles an hour in front of a nice, shiny logging 
truck. (You know, kind of a life flashing be- 
fore your eyes idea). This is how the movie 
begins but unlike Carlito’s Way you have to 
wait for the ending to find out exactly what 
happens. 

This suspenseful drama starring Richard 
Gere, Sharon Stone, and Canadian actress 
Lolita Davidovich was shot on location in 


outrageous job. The Miami Dolphins mascot 
(a dolphin, babies) is stolen from an impor- 
tant aquarium. Ace Ventura is hired to res- 
cue the swimming mammal from the captor, 
who is a walking Crying Game secret. There 
is a happy ending. 

Don’t get me wrong about the Hollywood 
lip-off, I just think the movie could have 
been so much better than it was. Go see it, 
though. Jim Carrey is arguably the gimpiest 
guy on the planet, and it’s fantastic to make 
fun of him. Unlike In Living Color, you get a 
whole hour-and-a-half of his face, twisting 
and writhing as he speaks. 

One important thing to note is that Udo

So, like, I dunno, eh? Like, on the one 
hand, it was like, kinda real life, y’ know? But 
then, like, the question is, y'know, is it, like, 
theatre? Or does it belong in a book, eh? 

That was my first impression as the classic 
dysfunctional Canadian family rises before 
my eyes tostart another day at the Bordertown 
Cafe. My God, I thought, this is straight out of 
“Modern Canadian Prairie Drama, Volume 
2!” They’re saying ‘eh’ alot, and talking about 
hockey and the farm! Theyre making Ameri- 
can jokes! I never really thought this kind of 
thing got put on the stage! 

But I don’t know what else I was expect- 
ing; after all, there’s even a hockey stick on 
the show’s poster. I guess maybe that would 
make it more like theatre. But wait...can’t 
theatre just be about real life? Isn’t that why 
Our Town is such a great play? Maybe I’m 
just missing something here. 


As the play continues, and we are intro- 
duced toJimmy, his maw, and his grammaw 
and gran’ paw, my bewilderment deepens. I 
felt these characters were unbelievably ste- 
reotyped. Maxine, the grandmother, babbles 
on almost endlessly about her old life in 
America—cute at times, but a little much. 
Grandpa is a sort of semi-conscious guru, 
not really aware of what was going on, but 
wise enough to blurt out something deep 
whenever he opens his mouth. Jimmy’smom 
worried about being a good mother. Jimmy 
worried about whether to go truckin’ with 
his dad, or to stay and help on the farm. I’m 
waiting for someone to be mauled in the 
combine. 

On the other hand, there are enough ele- 
ments in this play to make it just about 
worthwhile. The characters may be flat and 
rather static, but the actors portraying them 
betray a lot of potential. Mark Meerstruggles 
tobring more depth tothe character ofJimmy, 
and at times he succeeds, despite the script. 
Elizabeth Bowering’s fretting mother is of- 
ten better than the sum ofits parts. And they 
all occupy a splendid, detailed set and man- 
age to make several breakfasts while carry-

This book is about nothing, really. It’s 
about our day-to-day adventures as medio- 
cre humans doomed to death and obscurity. 

That is why I liked it. 

The novel revolves around this big, 
ghastly, burnt house in England which is 
bought by American journalist Bob Morton. 
He is nearing the end of his career, and his 
work in London is his final project. As he is 
rich and successful, the characters who sur- 
round him question his decision to buy a 
huge, old eyesore of a house. 

The most compelling character is the 
young, absent-minded Aiden who movesin 
with Bob while he works on the house.

He turns the novel into some kind of a 
philosophical treatise in the last ten pages, 
quoting Nietzsche out of what must have 
been a “famous quotations” paperback. The 
lightness of the book, it’s main strength, is 
lost in Lively’s naive application of 
Nietzsche’s eternal recurrence. Philosophy 
is fine, but the first 257 pages didn’t prepare 
the reader for the ending. 

The Burnt House is a worthwhile read for 
all its fine points, the characterization and 
relaxed narration. I would suggest, though, 
that you stop reading at chapter 24. It’s a big 
let-down.

Scoop This is an EMI limited edition of 
sixteen tracks by a variety of bands includ- 
ing: Verve, Concrete Blonde, Mazzy Star, 
and the Skydiggers.

It’smuchmore up-beat, which brought 
me out of my trance. Among the better tracks 
are “Chemical World,” “My House,” and 
“Slide Away.” 

The Blur leaves a fresh impression which 
endorses their LP Modern Life Is Rubbish. 
“Chemical World” is a great song. It re- 
minds me of some blokes from England, or 
something from The Commitments. 

The raw funk of Terrorvision ideally pre- 
cedes Blur with “My House.” A striking 
echo of Steven Tyler (Aerosmith) makes for 
an amazing song. This is a band that should 
last. The proof isin their confident LP “ Form- 
aldehyde.” (I recommend picking this one 
up). The casual sounds of Terrorvision and 
Blur make room for some thrashing and 
your basic rock and roll. 

Finally some trace of folk, with Mazzy 
Star's “Fade Into You.” Hope Sandoval’s 
celestial voice provides the collection with 
some diversity. Over the Rhine’s Karin 
Berguist provides her raspy vocals in“ How 
Does it Feel,” (comparable to Mae Moore). 

Supposedly Just Over the Mountain by the 
Skydiggers contains some of the best mate- 
rial since their conception five years ago. 
However, “I’m Wondering” does not indi- 
cate that this LP is their best work. The hick- 
like quality does nothing for me. but the rest 
of the album could be worthwhile. 

For a mixed tape it’s great, if side one is 
given the boot. The best entertainment source 
can be extracted from side two. Overall a 
listener will get a taste of the hippest bands 
around.

Kim Spencer is a member of the 
University of Alberta Pandas bas- 
ketball team. Early in her team’s 
1993-94 season the Pandas assistant 
captain sustained a knee injury. 
Being in her third year of university 
eligibility, this was to be the year 
that the gritty forward emerged to 
help lead her team. But thanks toan 
anterior cruciate ligament injury her 
big year was put on hold. 

Spencer sat out the first half of 
the basketball season while doctors 
and therapists decided how to treat 
her. After a scope of her knee at 
Christmas time they found that 
twenty percent of the ligament 
bundles in her knee were blown. 
She could play the rest of the sea- 
son, but she would do so with dis- 
comfort and pain. 

“There would definitely be some 
discomfort. But what’s pain?” said 
Peter Friesen who is the physical 
therapist who handles many of the 
U of A athletes at the Glen Sather 
Clinic. “It’s all subjective and | 
would say that Kim has a very high 
pain tolerance. She might think that 
itjust may be muscle stiffness where

stops I can feel it,” said the Jasper 
Place highschool grad. “Sometimes 
it gives out on me and I will try to 
ignore it, but sometimes it hurts so 
much that I have to come off [the 
floor].” 

Playing in pain is not unique to 
Spencer. There are dozens of ath- 
letes who suit up in the Green and 
Gold every weekend with some 
type of nagging injury that could 
possibly keep them out of action. 
But due to their love of the game 
they compete anyways. 

Though blowing twenty percent 
of the ligament bundles in one’s 
knee is not conducive to full perfor- 
mance and certainly does not feel 
good, athletes are lucky that they 
even get the chance tocontinue play- 
ing. Due to the advances in Sports 
Medicine over the last few years the 
ability to play while injured has 
advanced significantly. Ten years 
ago an injury like Spencer’s may 
have been dealt with in an opera- 
tion. Famous athletes like Bobby 
Orr have had their careers ruined 
because doctors did not know what 
they do now. Now, doctors and

“T think she sets a good example 
for the other kids, I don’t have too 
many people on my team whining 
about injuries.

Playing in pain is something that 
elite athletes usually encounter at 
least once in their lives.

Club, Chairman of Alberta Committee of International Student Services, Executive 
member of Political Science Club, Speaker of Parliamentary Forum), and 
miscellaneous organizations (The Gateway, History Club, Men's Economics 
Club, Philosophical Society, Arts and Science Club, University Religious Groups, 
Chess, and Athletics). 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have been an active member in a 
University of Alberta club and/or Faculty Association; and not have previously 
received this award. 


Maimie Shaw Simpson Book Award 


To honour Miss Maimie Shaw Simpson, first Dean of Women at the University 
of Alberta, an award to be known as “The M.S.S. Book Prize” may be awarded. 
To qualify for this award, a student must: have made an outstanding 
contribution to campus life through hard work and leadership; preference will be 
given to those who have made an outstanding contribution to the advancement 
of women on this campus. 


Walter A. Dinwoodie Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Walter A. Dinwoodie, Permanent Business Manager 
of the Students’ Union from 1949 to 1962, a plaque may be awarded to a 
deserving student. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have made an outstanding 
contribution to student life through active volunteer work for a public service club 
registered with the Students’ Union and/or a Student Union Service. * 
*Persons whoreceive a salary, honorarium, or any other monetary remuneration 
for their work in the above organizations shall not be eligible to receive this award. 
* This award may be granted annually to an undergraduate student in a full-time 
programme leading to an undergraduate degree. 


Eugene L. Brody Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Eugene L. Brody, B.A., B.Sc., a student at the 
University of Alberta for twenty-three years who had cerebral palsy and was able 
to make outstanding contributions in extra-curricular activities, the Eugene L. 
Brody Award may be awarded. Eugene Brody's contributions were made with a 
strong personal philosophy, “To have a full life, one has to struggle every step of 
the way.” 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have made a valuable contribution 
in extra-curricular campus activities. Academic standing shall be a consideration 
in determining the winner. 


Anne Louise Mundell Humanitarian Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Anne Louise (MacLeod) Mundell, a student at the 
University of Alberta from 1915 to 1919, the “Anne Louise Mundell Humanitarian 
Award” may be awarded. Her activities at the University of Alberta included the 
Dramatic Society, the Literary Society, the Soldiers’ Comfort Club, and the 
Wauneita Society. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: be involved in charity/volunteer 
work; be an active member of a club contributing to the development of the arts 
and culture on campus. 


Randy Gregg Athletics Award 


Dr. Randy Gregg was a student at the University of Alberta from 1972 to 1980, 
receiving a Bachelor of Science and a Doctor of Medicine degree. He was a key 
player on the Golden Bears Hockey team and, as captain in 1979, led the team 
to National Championship. Dr. Gregg represented Canada as a member of the 
hockey team in the 1980 Winter Olympic Games, and went on to join the 
Edmonton Oilers in 1983. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: be involved in athletics; demonstrate 
strong leadership skills; and contribute to student life at the University of Alberta. 


Tevie Miller Involvement Award 


The Tevie Miller Involvement Award was established to recognize the outstandin 
commitment and dedication of the Honourable Association Chief Justice Tevie 
H. Miller. Justice Miller was a Students’ Union President. Subsequent {o 
convocation, Justice Miller continued his involvement as President of the Alumni 
Affairs Association, and in 1980, was elected as a member of the Univers; 
Senate. In 1989, Tevie Miller was elected Chancellor of the University of Alberta, 
To qualify for this award, a student must: be and active member of a club or 
association at the University of Alberta; demonstrate strong leadership Skills, 
The candidate may not receive a salary or honorarium from the said club of 
association. 


Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition Award 


The Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition Award was established to recognize 
qualities of congeniality and humanitarian dedication. At age 57, Hilda Wilson 
entered the Faculty of Law after two years in the Faculty of Arts at the University 
of Alberta. Unsurpassed in her dedication to her fellow students, Hilda's 
enthusiasm and energetic confidence as a volunteer endeared her to many, 
To qualify for this award, a student must: be a volunteer member ofa Students’ 
Union, University of Alberta or a community service organization; demonstrate 
a sincere dedication to others. 


The Hooper-Munroe Academic Award 


Named for Major R. C. W. Hooper, the past Dean of Men, and Miss Isobel Munroe, 
the past Dean of Women, the Hooper-Munroe Academic Award in intended to 
reward students who achieve academic excellence in the Spring and Summer 
Sessions. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have a satisfactory academic 
standing which shall mean a minimum Grade Point Average of 5.5 calculated 
over the last nine credits of course weight in Intersession 1993; possess the 
highest Grade Point Average over Intersession of 1993 of all of those who apply; 
must not have previously received this award. 


Dean Mortensen Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Dean Mortensen, a first-year Science student at the 
University of Alberta, and resident of St. Joseph's College who tragically 
disappeared on January 23, 1992 and has not since been found. Dean Mortensen 
contributed to student life in many ways, namely through his dedication and 
commitment to St. Joseph’s College and the St. Joseph's Rangers. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have shown strong participation in 
the University's campus recreation and intramural programs; demonstrated 
strong leadership skills and a dedication to others; and have contributed toward 
a safer and more secure campus atmosphere at the University of Alberta. 


Tom Lancaster Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Tom Lancaster, General Manager for the Students’ 
Union from 1989 to 1991. Tom Lancaster brought stability and warmth to the 
Students’ Union through his concern and caring for students. 

To qualify for this award, a student must: have made an outstanding 
contribution to student life on campus through dedication and strong commitment 
to others; and have shown active involvement and leadership in the Students’ 
Union through volunteer work, or participation within a Students’ Union Club 
or Service.

To qualify for this award, a student must: be in the graduating year of their 
most recent degree program; have attained a minimum Grade Point Average of 
7.5 in ten (10) full courses, or their equivalent, taking within the previous two (2) 
years; beinvolved in extra-curricular activities in the University and /or communtly; 
demonstrate an ability to work well with students, staff, and the general public. 
The award shall be presented by the incoming Students’ Union President to the 
winner at his/her Convocation in the year in which he/she is selected. 


The Awards of the Students’ Union, with the exception of the Students’ Union Award of Excellence, consist of a $400 monetary prize, a $150 gift certificate redeemable 
at the bookstore of the winner’s choice and a finely crafted plaque that can be cherished for many years. Each applicant is required to submit a current and official transcript 
two letters of reference and a two hundred word statement explaining why he/she is qualified for the award applied for. All awards require a satisfactory academic 5 tanding, 
which shallmean a minimum Grade Point Average of 5.5 calculated over the last five full course equivalents.
